unity. The basis of all good currency

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should be the precious metals, gold and silver; 
and, in a mixed currency of paper circulatine 
with gold or silver, and convertible into it, the 
great object to be attained is, that the paper 
should always be equal to gold or silver ; that 
is, it should always be exchangable for gold or 
silver. Such @ currency is perfect—uniting 
the convenience of a portable material with the 
safety of a metallic medium. Now, it cannot 
be doubted that, throughout this whole country 
the circulating bank notes are equal to specie, 
and convertible into specie. There may be, and 
probably are, exceptions, because, among banks 
as among men, there are some who make a 
show of unreal strencth. But it is a fact, so 
familiar to the experience of every citizen in 
the community as to be undeniable, that, in all 
the Atlantic and commercial cities, and general- 
ly speaking, throughout the whole country, the 
notes of the State banks are equal to gold and 
silver. The Committee do not mean to sav 
that there may not be too many banks, or that 
insolvencies do not occasionally occur among 
them; but, as every bank which desires to 
maintain its charecter must be ready to make 
seulement with the Bank of the United States 
as the agent of the Government, or be immedi- 
ately discredited, and must, therefore. keep 
its notes equal to gold or silver, there can be 
little danger to the community while the issues 
of the banks are restrained from running to 
excess by the salutary control of the United 
States, whose own circulation is extremely mod- 
erate compared with the amount of its capital. 
Accordingly, the fact is, that the general credit 
of the bank is good, and that their paper is al- 
ways convertible into gold or silver, and for all 
local purposes forms a local currency equivalent 
to gold and silver. There is, however, super- 
added to this currency a general currency more 
known, more trusted and more valuable than 
the local currency, which is emploved in the 
exchanges between diflerent parts of the coun- 
try. These are the notes of the national bank. 
These notes are receivable for the government 
by the nine thousand receivers scattered 
throughout every part of the country. They 
arein fact,in the course of business, paid in 
gold and silver, though they are not legally or 
necessarily so paid, by the branches of the bank 
in every section of the Union. In all commer- 
cial places they are received, in all transactions 
without any reduction in value, and never. un- 
der any circumstances, does the paper from the 
remotest branches, vary beyond a quarter of one 
per cent. In its actual exchange for silver. 
Here, then, is a currency as safe as silver— 
more convenient and more valuable than silver 
—which, through the whole western and south- 
ern and interior parts of the Union, is eagerly 
seught in exchange for silver ; which, in those 
often bears a premium paid in silver ; which is 
throughout the Union, equal to silver in pay- 
ment to the covernment and payments to indi- 
vidyals in business ; and which, whenever sil- 
ver is needed in any part of the country, will 
command it without the charge of the slightest 
fraction of a per centage. By means of this 
currency funds are transmitted at an expense 
than in any other country. In noother 
country can a merchant do what every citizen 
of the United States can do—deposite, for in- 
stance, his silver xt St. Louis, or Nashville, or 
New Orleans, and receive notes which he can 
carry with him one thousand or fifteen hundred 
miles, to the Atlantic cities, and there receive 
for them an equivalent amount of silver without 
any expense whatever, and in no possible event 
an expense beyond a quarter of one per cent. 
If, however, a citizen does not wish to incur 
the anxiety of carrying these notes with him, 
or to run the hazard of the mail, he may,-in- 
stead of them, receive a draft payable to him- 
self or his agent alone, so as to ensure the re- 
ceipt of an equal amount, al an expense of not 
one half, and often not one fourth of the actual 
cost of carrying the silver. The owner of 
funds, for instance, at St. Louis or Nashville, 
can transfer them to Philadelphia for one half 
per cent., from New Orleans, generally without 
any charge at all,at most one half per cent., 
from Mobile, from par to one half per cent., 
from Savannah, at one half per cent., and from 
Charleston at from par to one quarter per cent. 

“This seems to present a state of currency 
approaching as near to perfection as could be 
desired ; for here is a currency issued at twen- 
ty-four different parts of the Union, obtainable 
by any citizen who has money orcredit. When 
in his possession, it is equivalent to silver in 
all his dealings with all the nine thousand 
agents of the Government throughout the 
Union. In all his dealings with the interior it 
is better than silver; in all his dealings with 
the commercial cites equal to silver ; and if, 
for any purpose, he desires the silver with which 
he bought it, it is at his disposal, almost uni- 
versally without any diminution, and never 
more than a diminution of one .quarter per 
cent. Jt its not easy to imagine, i 7s scarcely 
necessary to desire, any currency better than 
this. After escaping so recently from the deg- 
radation of a depreciated paper currency, the 
committee would abstain from any thing which 
might, however remotely, revive it. Under these 
circumstances they deem it prudent to abstain 


less 


from all legislation, to abide by the practical 


good which the country enjoys, and to put noth- 
ing to hazard by doubtful experiments.” 

What a rebuke is here. “ They deem it 
prudent to abstain from al! legislation, to abide 
by the practical good which the country enjoys, 
and to put nothing to hazard by doubtful ex- 
periments.” There is a deeper meaning in 
this language than meets the eye. lhe com-

The reports I have given were accepted in 
both Houses, and this firm stand assumed by 
his own partizans, stopped the insane crusade 
of Jackson for the time. Bat the fire was 
only smothered, it was not quenched, and in 
1832 we find it again bursting forth. I rest 


here for the present, however, and I ask the. 


supporters of Martin Van Buren—those of them 
who prefer their country’s welfare and their 
own to the transitory triumphs of party—not 
to consider what I have said but to ponder 
well upon the statements of men who were 
their own party leaders in 1829.

If they will dothis they must come 
to the conclusion that the administration of 
1829 was most shamefully ignorant, or most 
wilfully wicked. Without any disposition to 
charge men with wickedness, I should be con- 
tent to let Jackson and Van Buren escape un- 
der the cloak of ignorance, were it not that in 
three years after, without any change in the 
condition or policy of the banks, they again re- 
newed their aitack and thereafter followed it up 
until they crushed that institution and destroy- 
ed acurrency which, in the language of the 
Jackson men of 1§2S, had no equal in the

} DESULTORY SKETCHES. 
A TRIP TO CHELSEA. 

The day was one of the warmest of the 
present summer, and right glad were we to 
leave even for one short hour, the noisy, crowd- 
ed streets of the city, to breathe another and a 
better atmosphere. We drove down to the 
Winnesimet of the Indians, the Hoboken of 
Boston ; and the bell of the steam boat warn- 
ing us that all was ready, we stepped into the 
ferry: boat, with sundry horses, carriages, carts, 
etc, and rapidly left the northern shores of Bos- 
ton behind. The boat contained many passen- 
gers ; the females

There are moments when the minds 
of men, although surrounded by fellow men, 
abstract themselves and wander as it were from 
a common centre to all parts of the circumfer- 
ence around, where the eye can grasp. It ts 
then that universal silence reigns tn the midst,

On all sides of the mouth of Charles River is 
there much, very much, to feast the eye, with 
the beauties of nature and the work of that in- 
scrutable being called man.

It was 
on this spot that the famous battle of June 17th, 
1774 was foucht. resulting in the death of four 
hundred and forty nine Americans and 
thousand and fifty-five Britons. Still nearer to 
us was the United States Navy Yard covering 
a plot of ground of sixty acres. We hada 
fine view of the vard, the whole of which is 
enclosed by a hich wall of durable inasonry, 
containing within, buildings and other proper- 
ty of great value; among which are included 
three large ship-houses. the Vermont and Car- 
olina of seventy-four, and the Cumberland 
frigate of forty-four guns. Tlere too, is the 
Dry Dock of hewn granite, three hundred and 
forty-one feet long. eighty wide and thirty feet 
deep, having cost Uncle Sam over six hundred 
and seventy thousand dollars. 

As weneared to Chelsea. J was struck with 
its improved changes within a few short years. 
It was formerly one of the wards of Boston, 
but was incorporated into a town, and until 
quite tecently was one of the smallest town- 
ships of Massachusetts. Now, it numbers near 
two thousand inhabitants, and near the landing 
is about as thick settled as the village of Quin- 
cy. Great taste is certainly displayed on and

THE MUTE CANDIDATE, 
Mr. Epitor—Since the nomination of Gen. 
Harrison for President, by the Harrisburg Con- 
vention, [have reflected much upon the posi- 
tion which he and his friends have assumed, 
of standing mute before the nation and refusing 
to answer any inquiries concerning his politi- 
cal opinions. otherwise than by referring to his.

The affair took place tn 
view of the Court.and the Judge referred the 
matter tothe Grand Jury.

did not see fit to prefera single indictment, aud 
there is evidently an attempt on the partof the 
papers noticing the outrage, to lessen its hei- 
nousvess by giving the victims of it a bad char- 
acter. So much for law and order in the West.

The magistracy of Natchez have 
been engaged three days in an ineffectual scrn- 
tiny of the case, and must now pause until light 
shall arise out of the darkness which environs 
the lamentable event. He was shot with his 
own gun taken froma case in which seven oth- 
er pieces were locked up; the piece could have 
been obtained by no slave without the aid of 
some house slave, who may have known the 
secret place where the key of the gan case was 
kept. Besides but few slaves can use fire arms 
wrth any effect. 

PopuLation oF Massacuusetts. The re- 
turns under the census recently taken by au- 
thority of the State, have all been received and 
the population of the State will not vary mate- 
rially from seven hundred and nineteen thous- 
and.

GREAT GATHERING AT QUINCY. 
Attracted by Gen. James Wilsonof N. H. 

Mr. Eprror—I feel unwilling that so inter- 
esting a meeting as that which took place in 
our village on ‘Tuesday, the 28th ult., should 
ass off without comment. I know of no rea- 
son for the delay to this late hour, except that 
others have felt as I did, that it belonged to 
some individual more competent than himself, 
or myself, to furnish some account of the meet- 
ing for the press. I believe that all present 
were delighted, except some few of our oppo- 
nents who are never willing to admit that the 
truth can ke spoken by a whig. I therefore 


‘take upon myself the responsibility of giving to 


the public some account of this great gathering, 
when the people had less than thirty-six hours 
notice, as will appear from my statement which 
shall be correct. It was not known, except by 
two or three persons, until the morning of the 
27th, that a meeting was to be held. 

On that morning handbills were printed and 
circulated that Gen. James Witson of New 
Hampshire would address the citizens of Quin- 
cy and vicinity, who might assembie upon the 
Hancock Lot, (so called), on the 2Sth of July, 
at five o'clock in the afternoon. The name of 
Witson, being mentioned, was sufficient to give 
an impetus, and the information was carried as 
it were by electricity through many of the 
neighboring towns. Every true friend to the 
whig cause, who had ever heard the General or 
ever heard of him, not only wished to hear 
him again but wished to have his friends hear 


him. At the time he was to commence his ad- 
dress there were from fifteen hundred to two 


thousand people assembled, without distinction 
of sex or party. The wind blowed very high 
and it was deemed expedient to go into the 
Stone Temple, both for the comfort and con- 
venience of the hearers and speaker. A pro- 
cession was formed in front of the Temple, ac- 
companied by the Weymouth Band of music, 
who had very obligingly condescended to be 
present on this occasion, and marched to the 
house of Major Thomas Adams, Jr., where 
they recived the General and escorted him to 
the Meeting-house, which was filled to over- 
flowing. Very many were unable to obtain 
seals ; it was never known to be so full before, 
excepton one fourth of July when the Hon. 
John Quincy Adams delivered an oration—no, 
not even on the fourth of July, 1540, when it 
was expected a!l the loco foco democrats in the 
County of Norfolk would assemble after a ral- 
lying of six or eight weeks. 

The sturdy yeomanry of the vicinity all laid 
aside their tools, and what is highly creditable 
to our opponents, very many of them came to 
hear the great champion of the Granite State 
promulgate his whig principles and develope 
the doctrines of the administration party ; and 
I know of many who-were not Harrison men 
that acknowledge the ability of the speaker to 
be of a superior order. It has seldom, if ever, 
been our fortune to listen to an acdress more 
thrilling, eloquent and appropriate to the occa- 
than this of Gen. Wilson.

A FEW MORE HUINTS. 

Mr. Ep:ron—Yeou will make such use of 
the following remarks relating to the solution 
of “ B's” question in your last paper, as you 
may think proper. 

We wish to say to Mr. “ J. A. H.” that we 
have not a word of criticism to offer respecting 
the “ Grammar” of his solution of “ B’s” ques- 
tion.

NDENCE. 
Sept. 24, 1840. 

The city continues lively and busy; the 
weather salubrious and beautiful. But disease 
and death are here, seeking but too surely their 
victims. Sixty persons paid the debt of nature 
in one week ending the 12th inst., of whom 
twenty-nine were males, and thirty-one females. 
Of this number, nine died by pulmonary and 
seventeen by bowel diseases. Serious accidents 
are often occurring in the streets, by the care- 
lessness of furious drivers. A little girl at the 
south part of Tremont street, was run over by 
a heedless driver of a baker’s cart,on Saturday, 
causing a fracture of one of her ribs, and brui- 
sing her considerably. The affair will probably 
be investigated. 

The “lion of the day ” here now, is the fa- 
mous Fanny Elsler, an ezotic dancer at the 
Tremont theatre. Her performances are said 
to be so captivating, that every night crowds 
continue to witness her surpassing powers with 
increased enthusiasm. She is said to have 
turned the heads, already, of a thousand old 
bachelors. As an evidence of the rush to see 
her, two hundred and seventy dollars premium 
were received at the sale of the box tickets 
alone, of the Tremont, on Monday morning 
last.

The National 
Theatre, Harrington’s New England Museum, 
and the soiree musicale, attract a goodly num- 
ber of patrons nightly.

The price current of the week, exhibits pub- 
lic and private sales as active and extensive. 
The articles of Flour and Grain are light and 
in good demand. ‘The best of flour is rated at 
5,37; medium price of corn per bushel, six- 
ty cents. Provisions are reasonable, particular- 
ly butter, which now can be bought of good 
quality for, fifteen cents per pound by the firkir. 
English and domestic goods are certainly ad- 
vancing in price. The sooner families furnish 
themselves with fall supplies, the better for their 
purses. We have the most cheering accounts 
of the revival of business from al! parts of the 
United States, and with the increase of busi- 
ness will be a corresponding demand for all va- 
tieties of goods, and an advance in prices. 

The Maine election has been the prevailing 
topic in the political circle here, the past week. 
The result, it must be confessed, indicates a 
great change of public opinion in that State, 
since the election of 1838. The whigs have 
gained largely, but not equal to the statements 
in many of their presses. It is extremely doubt- 
ful about the choice of Governor, and this doubt 
cannot be setat rest fairly, until the meeting of 
the Legislature in January next. There is 
probably no choice in two Congressional Dis- 
tricts, and the chances are in favorof a demo- 
cratic majority in the House. The democrats 
are both beaten and rowsed in Maine, and she 
may yet give herelectoral vote for Mr Van Bu- 
ren, in November ensuing. The whig¢ party 
here, consider the question of the next Presi- 
dency settled; but this is by no means the case. 
Not a single vote has been yet cast for Van Bu- 
ren or Harrison direct, and the electoral vote 
may and will differ widely from the votes cast 
at the State elections, since April last. Upon 
the whole, the re-election of Mr Van Buren 
though not certain, is by no means improbable. 

The latest foreign intelligence is of a belli- 
gerent character. Animated preparations for 
war are going on throughout Europe, Asia,and 
Africa. The affairs of China and Great Brit- 
ain, look no better. Egypt is ina state of com- 
motion—the French are carrying war into Af- 
rica—a_revulutionary spirit is kindling in 
France, and we need not be surprised to hear at 
any moment, all Europe in a state of warfare.

The British steamer Britannia arrived at 
Boston on the 15th inst., having left Liverpool 
on the morning of the 4th instant. She came 
by the way of Halifax. Her running time was 
litle more thantwelve days and a half. The 
British Queen arrived at New York on the 
13th inst., having left Liverpool on the Ist 
Instant. 

The Britannia brought out sixteen mail bags, 
and over twenty thousand letters !—the largest 
nunber ever brought out by a single vessel. 
She also brought out eighty-six passengers to 
Halifax, and seventy-six to Boston. 

The news is not of great importance. Af- 
fairs look Jess warlike than they did at the last 
accounts.

ANECDOTES. 


Yanxkrrisu. A young Yankee farmer happened 
some months back, 10 see a paragraph in one of the 
New York papers, relative to the arrival and sale ofa 
lot of foreign canary birds; and immediately began to 
calculate if he could not makea good spec in the same 
business.
